tutional guarantees against self-

The resolution was drawn up 
by the association’s civil rights 
committee, headed by Louis 
Waldman _of New York. It urged 
a congressional study of any im- 
munity grants, with Waldman 
warning immunity might permit 
a witness to escape the penalty 
for “misdeeds of a lifetime” on 
the one hand, or subject him to 
state prosecution despite federal

Waldman said the need for as- 
sociation action had been em- 
phasized by a press report that 
Sen. William Jenner, Indiana Re- 
publican, was considering a pos- 
sible inquiry into lawyers who 
had advised clients to invoke the 
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
